The World Jam- 
borees of Scouting were International gather- 
ings whlcIi might well set a pattern lor 
statesmen to follow. 

Not everybody likes world brotherhood. 
Adolf Hitler, on coming to power, abolished 
Scouting In every occupied country. Yet It 
continues "underground." Someday, along 
Willi tree speech, n free press and untram- 
meled religion, It will emerge from hiding. 

It takes better boys today to build a better 
world tomorrow. The succe.is of the Scout 
movement, In America and In other United 
Natlon.s, proves that the principles of Scout- 
ing will triumph In the end. Scouting will 
continue to further participating citizenship 
and a world brotherhood In the years fol- 
lowing the war. 



SHIKTSLEEVE DIPLOMACY 
It has been very pleasant, in recent days, 
to see Secretary of State Hull standing in 
his shirtsleeves with his fists clcnclied, flex- 
ing his muscles. There were long months 
when a coaled and kid-gloved Mr, Hull was 
being the courtly and courteous gentleman 
to some nominally neutral nations. And it 
must have Irlced htm as much as It did the 
critics of his diplomatic dealings with Vichy 
and Spain and Argentina. 

But things are diricrent now. Tlie change 
In state dcimrtment attitude Is as .significant 
and encouraging os-a major niilltury victory. 
With that change, and with the passage of 
time, Mr, Hull's diplomacy appears in a more 
favorable liglit. 

Time was when he had to play ball with 
Vichy. But by doing so he saved lives and as- 
sured a speedy and successful occupation 
of north Africa. He had to play ball with 
Spain, at a time when she was less harmful 
as a "non-belligerent" than as a camp for 
occupying a;cis forces. He had to let Argen- 
tina alone until that country, conceivably' 
as anti-American as pro-nazi — could be con- 
vinced that filio was backing the wrong po- 
tential winner. 

But now ho Is top dog on the diplomatic 
front, even if much hard fighting remains. 
He can put the long-awaited squeeee on 
Spain without fear that the nazia, engrossed 
in a losing fight and watchful for an inva- 
■islon, will move In. And our growing economic 
and military power has made open toleration 
of axis activity in South America no longer 
possible. 

Mr. Hull has made mistakes, to be sure. 
Circumstances have forced him to temporize. 
But now at last he can substitute authority 
for expediency. He can show that the well- 
Intentloned nation which advocates a hu- 
manitarian program for th& post-war world 
can also take some realistic, hard-headed 
measures to remove the impediments to the 
program. He can finally and definitely pro- 
cioim that "them that ain't fer us are agin

Gen. Sir Harold Alexander has called the 
Oermana "Huns," and tho nazIa have whined 
In protest. Their protest, broadcast by official 
sources, ehowa that they are not only per- 
petrators ot monumental, cynical falsehoods, 
but also that they are a gang of bullies. 

"Qermans's conduct ol warlare." the broad- 
cast states, "has at all times been marked by 
the greatest chivalry toward her opponents."

now at war wltli Germany and 

The announcement added- that - - 
new spy ring rcvelnUons next week 
"would convince certain people In- 
fluenced by rumors that Argentliia'a 
acltons havfl not been the result 
ot (orclgn pressiurc," 

Enrique P. OonaleE. secretary of 
tliB presidency, who anounced the 
new Ate en tine moves, revealed that 
tlie country's recent swing from the 
axLi had cnusod bome anger and 
mlsundcrslnndhiB. but denied that 
thore hml bcwi or would be any 
cnblnet crl.sLs. He said four provin- 
cial ollclals and three Argentine na- 
Uoiiallali had been arrested for ac- 
tively opposing the rupture. 

Argentina granled non-belligerent 
rlKhta to DoUvla. Costa Rico. Cuba, 
El Salvador, Oualemala. Haiti. Hon- 
duras, Mexico, Nlcotaaua, Panama, 
and Ban Domlngb, releaalng them 
from the restrictions which neutral 
nations Impoao on countries at war. 
Non-belligerent rights previously had 
been extended to the United States 
and Droill when tjiey went to war. 

The decree breaking relations with 
axis salellltei affected Rumania. 
I/ungan-, Bdlgarl* and PVance— Uib 
only puppet govornmenla rcpre«nt- 
ed hero, Denmark was excepted only 
because lu legation announced % 
few houn before the break that It 
no longer would accept Instructloni 
from the iat«lllt« CopcnhBgea le- 
glme and would work for a Mt 
Denmark. 

Qonsalet aold the federBJ polio* 
already had urested ilx Qerman
